Tre satellite, renared AMSAT-OSCAR 40 by 
AMSAT-NA Board Chairman Bill Tynan W 3X0 
after launch, was the 4th payload onan Ariare 5 
launch that got uderway after a ore day 
postponerrert at about O009Z on Novernber 
16th, 2000. Before O100Z, the satellite was 
ejected fromthe launcher. First beacon sgnals 
were heard by about 0307Z over Australia. 


AO40 helps mark the 40th arniversary year of 
the first launch of the first Arrateur satellite, 
Project OSCAR |. AO40 is dedicated to the 
memory of Werner Haas DJ 5KQ (SK) ard has 
the call sgn of DPOWH in his rrerory. 


AO40 is currently ina transfer orbit and will soon 
begin to be moved into an high elliptical orbit, a 
process that will take about a 9 rronths.

| have been totally occupied by studying. But earlier, | was getting into some of my 
old mechanical TTY gear & wrote up the following. This is the first of several parts. 


I've spent whatever radio time | had over the past 2 weeks cleaning, oiling, greasing 
and running some of the TTY gear around here. This all started when my 9 year old 


son was banging on my 1950's military Kleinschmidt KSR and | was not so gently 
telling him to stop. He has always had this disease — he can't look at something 
without touching it. We adopted him from Russia when he was four years old. He 
came to us not speaking a word of English and when we would reprimand him for 
touching things he would say "yaloookin!" to let us know that he was "loookin" at it. 
Five years later, he is still yaloookin. 


To distract me from my anger, he cleverly asked me "what does this thing do?" And 


that's what started my TTY yaloookin adventures. | realized that I'd never even fired 
up that thing even though it looks pretty decent. So, after a moment's thought, | 
replied "let's find out." | had stayed away 
from running the Kleinschmidt because | 
didn't have a manual for it. I'm a stickler 
for manuals--a manual gives me a sense 
of security when I'm in an unfamiliar piece 
of gear. But it was beginning to look like 
I'd never find a manual for this beast so 
what the heck — time to roll the dice. 


So | got out my trusty oil can and began 
soaking all the felts, using the new oil to 
loosen the gummy stuff in the typebasket 
and so forth. This KL machine is a 
straightforward KSR (short for “Keyboard- 
Send-Receive”) with a loop supply built 
into the rear, underneath the paper roll. It 
must be a later model, I'm guessing mid- 
to-late 1950's. It uses a conventional 
typebasket--no wheel or type-hammer like 
the later Teletype 28 or 33 models. 


Turning the motor by hand showed that there was no obvious binding anywhere or 
other significant danger signals. The motor bearings look to be sealed with no 
opening to admit oil or grease. After a bit, we plugged it in, flipped the switch and it 
purred to life in a most satisfactory manner. Forty years and still going! Eat your 
heart out, Energizer bunny! 


| noticed that the signal and power connections terminated in a little ESU (Electrical 


Service Unit) box next to the rear-mounted loop supply that had a rotary switch with 
a TEST position. In TEST mode, the KSR puts its own loop supply in series with 


both the keyboard and the selector magnets so it acts just like an electric typewriter- 


-now | could test everything without needing even a local loop supply and test 
signal--very convenient. After a short time, everything was working great in this 
mode. Now to try a real signal and external loop supply....the subject of PART 2. 


Lubricants 

If you get working on any old mechanical TTY gear, your first problem will be 
lubrication. The consensus among the die-hard collectors is to use 10 WT oil and 
lithium-based grease. Some people use 3-in-1 oil while others cautioned against 
using paraffin-based products like 3-in-1. My local TTY Elmer, a guy who used to 
maintain these for a living, suggested 1) never lube anything unless you are having 


problems, and 2) to do a thorough job, degrease the whole thing and then bathe it in 


WD-40. He suggested automotive axle grease for gears and so forth. 


Sifting through all the advice, | decided to go with the 10 WT oil and lithium grease. 
These are easy to procure (though 10 wt oil is no longer common...) and seem 
closest to what is already on these old washin' machines. The 3-in-1 and WD-40 
have one thing in Common — they use bases that eventually evaporate. This 
probably is never an issue as long as you are careful to refresh the lubricant 
periodically. But | don't trust myself to do that so | decided against those. The axle 
grease, with apologies to my elmer, is just not a good choice--too heavy for the job 
at hand. The lithium grease is a modern lubricant that can be easily applied to the 
gears with a small paintbrush. 


Last comment: | have also found that plain non-detergent 30 WT oil works fine. 
Time will tell if it attracts and holds too much dust, but | am satisfied with 30 WT 
so far.

Loop Supplies and Test Signals 

So now the Kleinschmidt is up and running quite well. Howzabout trying an 
external signal? Well, that requires a loop supply and a source of signal. The 
Kleinschmidt has a 1/4" plug connected to a set of binding posts and | assume 
that this is for connection to a loop. But | have no docs on the thing so is this 
connection for keyboard? Selector magnets? Both? Unknown... Another 
unknown is the speed of the unit. | assume it is 100 speed since it seems like a 
newer machine. Another unknown is how the KL machine's internal loop supply 
is inserted into the loop. Is it automatically inserted with the machine? Or only 
available from some of these other unlabeled binding posts? Hmmm.... 


It just so happens that | have a source of 100-speed test signal here. It is some 
kind of Teletype test machine that looks like a Model 14 transmitter-distributor 
(TD) but without the tape handling mechanism. Instead, it has a set of five metal 
code wheels turning together, each operating against a double-throw contact 
(upper contact for MARK, lower contact for SPACE) to send some sort of test 
message in 5-level TTY code. The only identifying 
marking on it is a hand-painted number: 5815-K- 
914679 — | think this is a Teletype part number. But 
this thing probably hasn't been turned on in 25 years 
and it is covered with a disgusting layer of greasy dirt 
inside and out. 


Undaunted, | start my youngest son, master Julio, using 
GoJo and a scrub brush cleaning the outside and | set 
myself to cleaning the inside. The signal cord is brittle 
and needs replaced so | take care of that little chore. 
Ultimately, it looks sharp and | add fresh oil to all the 
obvious locations. This is a highly-complex, precision 
machine with 2 toggle switches: MOTOR Off/On and 
LINE Off/On. The motor label says 110vac 60cy so | 
plug it in, flip the MOTOR switch and we are rewarded 
with ferocious spinning and contact clacking as the 
mystery signaller begins sending its mysterious 100- 
speed signal (I know it is 100 speed because someone 
has conveniently marked the cover "600 OPM"). 


Actually, the mystery signaller is not that mysterious to me. My TTY "elmer" gave 
me this one and another military unit that is very similar. Earlier this year | was 
lucky enough to find a manual for the military unit which is a TS-2/TG Test Set. 
The military unit is identical to the commercial one except that it has more 
features. The commercial 100- speed set can only send one test message: THE 
QUICK BROWN FOX JUMPED OVER THE LAZY DOG'S BACK 1234567890 
and some punctuation. The military unit can send this message, or a steady 
stream of R's, Y's or spaces. It can also simulate bias distortion of several types. 
And finally, the military unit supports 60, 75 and 100-speed through gear 
changes (all 3 sets of gears were included in the original TS-2/TG set but mine 
has only the 60-speed gears that are installed). So, by reading the TS-2/TG 
manual, | was able to figure out everything | needed to know about the 
commercial 100-speed test set. 


Well, now | have a source of 100-speed signal, what do | do for a loop supply? 
Here | got distracted and wasted some time. | have an old Teletype REC-29 loop 
supply that probably needs nothing more than the selenium rectifier replaced and 
the electrolytic cap reformed. | also could try to use the supply in the 
Kleinschmidt machine. | also have an Electrocom FSC-250 TTY demodulator 
that has a built-in local loop supply. But instead of any of these options, | decided 
that this would be a good chance for me to use a rackmount variable power 
supply that | had. | won't go into it, but the rackmount supply turned out to be a 
bad choice. So after going in a few circles, | abandoned the rackmount supply 
decision and turned back to the REC-29. 


Meanwhile, | had developed a list of a few wants and questions so | called up the 
guy I've been calling my TTY "elmer," Morry. Morry said to come on over and he 
would "see what he had" laying around. Morry is a ham (shame on me, | can't 
come up with his call...), Korean-war veteran, ex-Teletype authorized service 
shop owner and an accomplished machinist who builds steam engines and other 
mechanical wonders in his basement machine shop. Morry has a lot of old TTY 
gear, parts and whatnot in his house and he has gradually been handing some of 
it over to me. But he has some of everything there--Teletype, ham gear, mil 
surplus, industrial amplifiers and power supplies and test gear--he has lots of 
hobbies and enjoys them all.

NEWINGTON, CT, Noverrber 29, 2000 — Presidert Bill Clirton has 
ggned legidation that pernits the erforcerrert of certain FCC 
Citizens Band reguatiors by state and local govemrrerts. Amateur 
Radio operators are exenpt fromthe law's provisions. 


Congressional lawmakers saw the rreasure aS a way to give a voice 
to those experiendng radio frequency irterference resuting from 
illegal CB radio operation. The FCC will not yield its authority to 
reguate Citizens Band or other radio services, however. 


In short, the measure authorizes states and localities to enact laws 
that prohibit the use of unauthorized CB equiprrert--consstert with 
FCC reguations. This woud indude the use of high-power linear 
anplifiers or equiprrert that was not FCC-certificated (forrrerly 
called "type-accepted"). 


Specfiaally, the bill enables state or local reguiation over the "use of 
Citizens Band radio equiprrert not authorized by the Conmission'' 
and "the unauthorized operation of Citizens Band radio equiprrert" 
between 24 ard 35 MHz. FCC-licensed stations in any radio 

service — induding the Amateur Service — are exduded fromsuch 
gate or local erforcerrert, and state or local laws enacted under this 
legidation nust identify this exenption 


Anyore affected by the erforcerrert of such legislation could appeal 
to the FCC if they believed the state or local governrrert had 
overstepped its authority under the new law. Any applicable sate 
or local law woud rot predude the FCC fromenfordng reguations 
ina given @s at the sare tire 


The new law also says the FCC shall "provide tedrical gudance to 
gate ard local govemmrenrts regarding the detection and 
determination of violations’ of any reguatiors localities night enact 


The bill — HR2346 is the House version, it was S.2767 inthe 
Senate — adtually is the old Serate "Feingold bill" fromseveral 
sessions ago. After introducing his original version a few years back, 
Wisconsin Senator Russell Feingold requested assistance fromthe 
ARR to rewrite the rreasure to ensure that licensed hans coud rot 
be affected, that the bill featured a wealth of "due process’ 
provisions, and that the concept of federal preerption over 
teleconmurication adivities woudnt be compronised. The bill sgned 
by the Presidert is nearly idertical to the Feingold bill. 


Tre bill's sponsor, Represertative Vernon Elers of Michigan said 
Amateur Radio operators encouraged himto introduce the measure 
in the House last year. Enlers maintained that the local harrs asked 
himto support the bill because of the bad rap they were getting 
fromillegal CBers using high-power linear amplifiers that resuted in 
TV and telephone irterference while the Cbers involved hid behind 
federal preeryption Ehlers asked the ARRL to review his rreasure to 
ensure that it would not unirtertionally harmAmateur Radio. 


Tre bill passed the House under suspension in Septerber, and 
passed the Serate at the end of October under unanimous 
corsert. The rreasure wert to Presidert Clirton for his Sgnature on 
November 14. A copy of the new legislation is available on the 
ARRLWeb.

This letter cortains quantity/ rodel/ 
make and serial nunber of all the gear. Once you presert this at the 
airport, everything moves syroothy.

Since, as you 
may know, the rarval data entry process is the most costly part of 
the progran).

Mearmtile, the FCC has told General licersee J effrey J. Pipenur, 
WASIKW, of Vardalia, Ohio, that it's poised to designate his sation 
license for a revocation or renewal hearing ard his operator's license 
for suspension. The FCC cted monitoring irformation and "complairts 
before the Connisson'' alleging that Piperur "deliberately 
interfered" with other arrateur conmunications on 75 rreters. Further 
such conplaints coud lead to a hearing, Hollingsworth told Pipenur. 
Last March 1, after considering Piperur's response to earlier FCC 
allegations of "deliberate irterfererce, poor Arrateur pradice, and 
operation cortrary to" FCC rues, the FCC set aside his renewal grart 
and renewed his license for one year. In his response, the FCC said, 
Piperur did not deny the activity, apologized, and conserted to the 
sort-termrenewal.
